My vote for the "Most Creative Souvenir" award this past year goes to Auburn N.H. for issuing 
a nice type set in a customized Capitol holder. The set features an 1 845 large cent, an 1 895 Indian 
cent, and 1945 and 1995 Lincoln cents. Each set is numbered and varies in price from $25 - $150 
depending on condition of the large cent. The Capitol holder is labeled in gold print with "Auburn, 
N.H./150th Anniversary/June 23, 1995" at the top and "Auburn Historical Association (#) " on 
the bottom. This is a very interesting and unique souvenir and should be a good long-term 
investment for both N.H. commemorative collectors and numimatists. This town also wins the 
awards for "Most Beautiful Plate"and for "Artistic First Day Covers". The plate features a 
wonderful scene of the Griffin Mill and dam in light blue. Limited to only 150, each plate is 
numbered m gold. The first day covers reflect two themes, featuring railroad and Lake 
Massabesic sketches. Each bears a commemorative cancellation and postage stamps. I am sure 
that you can contact Don Dollard, 150th Anniversary Chairman, at (603) 483-8323 for 
information on availability of these items.
